It is a great beginning in the fight
pgahist Tammany Hall. I have no

doubt that Currah's recent opponents
Will now join with him and make com¬

mon cause against. Tammany. This has
been a great day for good government."

Vincent Gilroy, candidate for Presi¬
dent of the Board of Aldermen on the
Republican-coalition ticket, issued the
following statement shortly after the
polls had closed and returns were being
received:
"The enrolled Republicans have in-

dicated their desire for good govern-
ment in no uncertain terms by the
overwhelming vote they have given
Henry H. Curran. There seems to be
no question that we have won."
AU the Republican organization dés¬

ignées for borough an.i county offices
were nominated.
Judge Edgar F. Hazleton was nom-

inated by the Queens Republicans for
borough President over Pct?r B.
Campbell by about five to one.
Joseph M. Lcvine, organization dés¬

ignée for the Republican nomination
for Borough President of the Bronx,
easily defeated Joseph P. Murphy.
George W. Baker was an easy victor

for the Republican nomination for
Borough President of Brooklyn over
Hamilton Maclnnes.

Brooklyn Worries Curran Men
Reports coming into Curran head¬

quarters at the Hotel Hermitage at the
closing of the polls were to the effect
that the Republican organization in
New York County had got out a big
vote. The same reports, however, came
from Brooklyn, the stronghold of Judge
Haskcii, and the Curran managers were
both cheered and worried. While John
J. Lyons, campaign manager for Bor¬
ough President Curran, felt confident
that the Republican coalition candidate
would win, he and the other Curran
workers were anxious about the Brook¬
lyn situation.

Mr. Lyons was in frequent communi¬
cation over the telephone with Jacob
A. Livingston, Kings County chairman,
up to the time the polls closed. Some
of the Curran men felt that Livings¬
ton needed considerable prodding to
keep him awake and attentive to the
Curran interests in Brooklvn. Sen-1
ator William M. Calder and"F. J. H.
Kracke, the Brooklyn lenders, also
were in frequent touch with Mr. Lyons.
The Curran campaign manager stuck)to his former prediction that Curran
v-o-ild win by a majority of about 20,-!
000. Other Curran workers declared
they would be satisfied if he polled
15,000 votes more than the Brooklynjudge! None of the Curran leaders
seeme to figure Fiorello H. La Guar-
dia or William M. Bennett in the run¬
ning for first place.
Asked il' there was a chance for

Curran to carry Brooklyn against Has-i
kell, Mr. Lyons declared it would be "a jmiracle" if ho did. The Curran mana¬
gers were disposed to pin their faith
on a majority of from 25,000 to 30,000
in Manhaf'an, the Bronx and Rich-
jrond to assure a safe margin for their
candidate. They believed this would
leave Curran at least 10,000 leeway
over the expected Haskell majority in
Kings.

Pin Faith on Women's Vote
In some of the election districts in

Manhattan, nccording to reports re¬
ceived by the .Curran managers, from
4'» t ) 50. per cent of the enrolled Re¬
publican vote had been cast. The
women voters were turning out it the
primaries in remarkably large num¬bers. This augured well for Curran.
Most of the district workers agreed,however, that 35 per cent of the en¬
rolled vote would be as high as could
be expected.
The Haskell lieutenants, basing their

predictions on the large vote cast prior
te any actual returns, declared that
the "wet" candidato would carryBrooklyn by upward of 40,000. Thoy
were talking clos- io Judge Haskell's
owii prediction that he would win by
a plurality of over 70,000.
One of the Curran campaign man¬

agers fixed tho arbitrary figuro of
I".000 as the Curran plurality through¬out the c'ity. Hn gave Haskell 82,000
votes and Curran 95,000.

Early Voting Generally Light
The. early voting in almost all the

districts was light, but all reports in¬
dicated that the prophesies concern¬
ing the influence women were likely to
wield a?, the polls were going to be
.substantiated. Everywhere a large
proportion of the early voters were
women. In many of the disrrlets more
than 50 per cent of the early ballots
Were cast by women.
There was evidence also that efforts

of Republican le.adc.rs to get out a
large vote were meeting with success.
In the Yorkville section twelve dis¬
trict» in toe 14th and 15th Assembly
districts reported that in the first hour
of voting the Republicans made up
from 40 to 50 per cent of the total num¬
ber, whereas normally the proportion
of Republicans would be only 25 or "JO
per cent.

Republican Gains on East Side
In the l_th, 14th and 15th Assembly

districts, all of them ou the upperEast Side, the vote was unusually
heavy and the Republicans showed
gains, particularly in the 12th and 14th
districts, where they kept neck and
neck with the Democratic vote up to
8 p. m.
The women's vote was particularly

heavy in the 45th Election District
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4
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of the 12th Assembly District, thirty-
live women haviatr voted up to 8 p. m.
and only twenty-nine men.
The first ballot in the 8th Election

District of the 12th Assembly District
was cast by a woman, Mrs. Margaret
Markendorf, who is seventy-seven
years old and who reached the polling
place twenty minutes ahead of time, so
as to be sure of getting the first ballot,
The next voter in line there wo? «Tohn
Burke, who is eighty-one years old.
From the first the indications in

Manhattan led to the belief that
Borough President Curran, was taking
the lead, the women Republicans com¬
ing out in force. In the various Little
Italie», where the banners of Mr. La
Guardia were numerous, the early vote
was light, but after the 5 o'clock whistle
blew the polling places were busy and
it was figured that most of the Re¬
publican votes in these sections went
to the President of the Board of Alder-
men, who was on the Italian front in
the war.

Even in Brooklyn, where the politi-
ciana had expressed Cue frequent and
emphatic opinion that Judge Reuben
L. Haskell'would walk away from Mr.
Curran Nvhen the votes were counted,
the betting favored Mr. Curran. At
Fred Schumm's on Fulton «Street, long!
the headquarters of election betting)
in that boron-jh, the odds were two to
one that Curran would win and three
to one that ho would beat Haskell.

Brooklyn Republican leaders were
inclined to think that Lu Guardia
would have an easy time of it in
Queens, because of the large Italian
vote there and the difficulty of getting
out the independent Republican voters,
a large percentage of whom live in the
more remote and exclusive sections of
the borough.
Judge Haskell ami his lioutenants be¬

trayed not the slightest uneasiness as
they took stations at his he.ndquar-
ters at the closing of the polls, despite
the odds demanded by those placing
their money on him in his own bor-
ough. His headquarters was on the
niueteenth floor of the Hotel Comino-
dore. Although apparently confident
of success, Judge Haskell was reticent.
"Anything that I might say now," he

said, "would be merely of a sentimental
nature, so why say anything?"

Guard Against Fraud

Reports that fraud might be at¬
tempted in some of the districts caused
.lohn R. Voorhia, president, of the Board
of Elections, to send requests to all
election officials to be especially vigi¬
lant to prevent any one except en-
rolled members of political parties
from casting ballots. He also request-
ed the Police Department, to see that
no violations of the election law took
place. I
The Board of Elections met during

the day, but transacted only routine
business. It. complied with a request
of District, Attorney Swann that a map
of the 11th Assembly District be sent

I him. jCommissioner Voorhis directed the
election officials in all the boroughs to
have motor cars to take them to any
point in their jurisdiction where dis¬
putes might arise.

In spite of the activity of the women
voters in most parla of the city, par¬
ticularly in the upper Fast Ride dis¬
tricts, women of the lower East Side
regarded the primary with apathy, ap¬
parently. Not. only was the early vote,
which in most parts of the. city was
cast, largely by women, extremely light
in the lower East Side, but when the
polls closed it was reported that of 837
ballots cast in twelve election districts
in that section of the city, only 99 were
those of women.
At the polling place of the 8th Elec¬

tion District of the 2d Assembly Dis¬
trict, Public «School 7, Hester and
Chrystie streets, there was a flurry,
just before the polls closed, when a
citizen of Italian origin objected vo¬
ciferously on discovering that La
Guardia's nam# was not on tho Demo¬
cratic ballot.

Before elt»tion officials could ex¬
plain to him that La Guardia was not
seeking the Democratic nomination, and
that he himself had received a Demo-
cratic ballot because he was enrolled
as a member of that party, the indig-
nant citizen had rushed to the Clinton
Street police station, whence he dis¬
patched several patrolmen to find out
"what all the trouble was." The voter
himself did not return.

Women Outnumber Men
Women held the lead in the voting

throughout the Washington Heights dis¬
trict, it was said when the polls closed,
though the vote in that part of the city
was light. In proportion to registra¬
tion, iï: was said, more men being en¬
rolled than women, the women voters
outnumbered the men.

In the 13th Election District of the
22d Assembly District only 130 of 589
enrolled voters cast ballots. Less than
one-third of the 703 enrolled voters in
the 39th Election District of the 21st
Assembly District east ballots yesterdayBronx County reported the heaviest
primary vote in years, due, it was said
to interest in local contests and to the
big vote cast by women. Women voted
in equal strength with the men, it was
said by district captains in the Bronx
The polls were thronged throughout the
voting hours, but no disorder was re-
port«.

the fight involved as to the domination
of William L. Ward, Republican state
committeeman and former member of
the national committee, a close friend
or* Governor Miller. Long lines of men
and women had to be turned away from
the polls at closing time.

tween First, and Second Avenues and
within about 200 feet of Charles F.
Murphy's home at 30Ó East Seventeenth
Street.
The count of the ballots was about

complete when the four automobiles
drew up at the curb and a gang of
men, said to have numbered sixteen,
burst in upon the watchers and in¬
spectors. According to Patrolman
Doolan, of the East Twenty-second
Street police station, on duty in the
booth, the men made a concerted rush
for the ballot boxes and had laid their
hands on some of them when he. drove
them back with his nightstick, assisted
by the election officials.

Detective» Brescott and Knne, who
were across the street from the. booth,
heard the uproar and came up on the
run, their blackjucks in their hands.
Seeing a uniformed policeman beset by
assailants, they said, they wielded their
weapons vigorously and cleared the
booth of the invaders.
They made off in thei rautomobilc*

before the policemen got the numbers of
til» cars, but it was said that they were
all of the limousine type. The fugitives
raced up Second Avenue, and as they
passed Twentieth Street, where the Ana-
wanda Club, Murphy's own organiza¬
tion, stand.i, a half dozen shots were
fired, it was said, or possibly the auto-
mobiles backfired half a dozen times.
Those in the club, among whom were

Murphy, Justice Joseph F. Moss, of
Special Sessions, Surrogate James
Foley, Murphy's son-in-law and Assis-
tant District Attorney Sabbatino,
thought they were under fire and came
rushing from the upper floor in their
shirt sleeves. Whether the panel in
the door was smashed in their sudden
rush to the street or by a bullet, is not
known. By the time the men reached
the stoop, the automobiles were out of
sight.

Shallek Disputes Police Version
That, ¡a the police version of the

affray. Shallek's is different.
He and about twenty of his friends

went, to the polling place, he said, to
inquire into reports of fraud. They
entered without difficulty, and he ob¬
tained an enrollment book in which he
was examining about fifteen signatures
which he said, looked queer to him.
There were live men in the room,!

recognized by his friends as policemen
in plain clothes, Shallek said one of
them seized him by the shoulder _3 he
was looking at the book. He turned
to the uniformed policeman on duty
in the booth, ignorant of the fact that
his opponent was himself a policeman
and asked him to make the man take
iiis hand from his shoulder.
"The uniformed man laughed at me,"

said Shallek, "and then the man who
had me by the shoulder said: 'I am an
officer myself. You are one of the
dirty Hines's bunch!'"
That remark, Shallek declared, was

prefatory to a blow with a nightstick
which laid his scalp open and drove
him to the floor. The companions of
the detectives, he said, kicked him as
he lay on the floor and one of them
drew- a revolver and fired at tim. The
bullet grazed his chest on a level with
his heart.

"Lock the doors!" somebody shouted,
Shallek said, and as soon as that was
done the attack on Hines's men began
in earnest. His supporters wore
clubbed and beaten to the floor like
himself, one of them, Joseph O'Neill,
suffering several scalp wounds, Shallek
declared.
One of the Hines men reached the

door and forced it open, Shallek said,
and all rushed to the street, jumped
into their cars and made their escape.
Fully fifty shots were fired after them,
he said. One ol his party failed to
reach the automobiles and still was miss¬
ing early to-day.

Dr. L. L. Rose, of 238 West 113th
Street, attended Shallek ;it the hotel and
said that his injuries, except for the
bullet crease, undoubtedly were caused
by blackjacks and revolver butts. His
wounds required forty stitches.

William M, Bennett, after an auto¬
mobile tour of the city yesterday in
which he visited scores of, polling
places, arrived last night at his offices
at 15 William Street, where he re¬
ceived the returns, shortly after 8
o'clock. His first words on entering
the offices, where he was greeted by a

group of newspaper men, were.
"I only hope that the Curran people

won't forget that it was I that put the
crimp in Haskell. But I don't think
they will."

After making this concession, Mr.
Bennett entered an inner office, where
he remained until the arrival of Joseph
Beihif, candidate for judgeship in
General «Sessions; Lee Herliss, his sec¬
retary; George Thomas, a law partner
of Bennett's, and L. Barton (Jase, the
Bennett candidate for President of the
Board of Aldermen.
Following a brief conference in his

private office, Bennett, accompanied by
his secretary, emerged and discussed
the primaries freely.
"We all feel," he said, "that the wom¬

en have the whole situation in their
hands. I believe that the women's vote
will go to Curran three to one."
He then spoke of his tour of the city,

and expressed belief that in certain
quarters trickery had been done in con¬
nection with the voting. He referred to
two voting places on the East Side in
particular, and said he had called the
District Attorney's attention to these
places. At one of these polling places,
Bennett said, a patrolman was believed
to have been preparing the ballots and
marking them before they were used.
In other cases he charged that, sample
ballots which had been sent out by cer¬
tain candidates were being accepted.

j been trying to make out I am here for
an evil purpose."
Captain Amon said last night that if

Mrs. Cooney had been acting at a

polling station, charges would be pre-
ferred against her.

Leaves Dummy in Cell

OSSINING, N. YVSept. It ("Wednes¬
day)..Joseph Saraco, twenty-three
years old, who was sentenced to ten
years in prison for manslaughter in
Bronx County in 1919, escapead from
Sing Sing prison early this morning.

T -.-;-.West Orange Rejería Rule by
Commission for Second Time

I WEST ORANGE. N. J.. Sept. 13..
For the second time in eight years th«
voters of this place, at a referendum,
decided to-day against the commission
form of government by 373 votes.
There were 1,454 votes in favor of

the proposition and 1,230 against it.
The provisions of the Walsh act, creat¬
ing commission government, requira
that 30 per cent of the vote cast at the
last general election is necessary for
the adoption of commission govern¬
ment. Under this act 1,827 votes were
required to-day in favor of .the change.
but the advocates failed by 37'J votes

j to bring this about.
